Civil Service Employes As 
snciatinn ((’SEA ) — shoul­ 
dered picket signs again this 
morning. Much of the strike 


activity was centered around 
the Dutchess County Office 
uilding and the neighboring 
courthouse on Market .Street 
in l’oughkee|isie. 
Today marked the first time, 
however, that pickets marched 
outside the Dutchess County 
Infirmary in Millbrook, State 
[Silice and Dutchess County 
SherifTs Deputies were at the 
site throughout the day, pr«i- 
tecting 
infirmary 
employes 
who wished to cross the lines to 
«are lor the 95 elderly patients 
housed at the facility. 
The strike activity, in fact, 
even extended to Kingston. 
Four C SEA organizers set up a 
picket line Monday outside 
the IBM plant on Neighbor- 
ho«»d Road, where Clyde 
Chase, majority leader of the 
Board of Representatives, is 


employed in the personnel de­ 
partment. Union leaders have 
consistently portrayed Chase 
as the major stumbling block 
for settlement «if the dispute. 
But Chase's secetary said 
today her boss is on vacation 
this week. Chase could not be 
reached for comment. 


The 
strike 
in 
Dutchess 
County is the first by c«iunty 
employes in the history of New 
York State. The picket lines in 
Dutchess County have been 
bolstered by some 35 CSEA 
organizers 
from 
throughout 
the state, as well as by union 
members from C SEA chapters 
throughout the Mid-Hudson 
Valley. Thomas Phillips, pres­ 
ident of the C SEA unit in 
Ulster County, said several 
county employes have traveled 


to Poughkeepsie after work to 
join the picket lines. 
Negotiations 
between 
the 
county and its workers began 
in dune, 1974. The union has 
lieen working without a con­ 
tract since Dec. 31. 
A tentative agreement was 
reached between the two nego­ 
tiating teams earlier this sum­ 
mer, hut was rejected 27-7, by 
the B«»ard of Representatives. 
T h a t package reportedly 
called f«»r 8.5 and 8.0 percent 
pay raises for the first two 
years, and a cost of living 
increase for the third year of 


the contract.

offer, 
made Monday night, called for 
a 6.5 percent pay hike the first 
year—or a lump sum payment 
of $685—followed by cost of 
living increases for the follow­ 
ing two years. 
“ That package is less than 
the county's last final offer,' 
said CSEA regional supervisor 
Tom Lucasaro today, "Case 
has told us, in essence, to ‘go 
to hell’.

They jo ined to g ether to g iv e u s a pro du ctio n o f 
Tho rnto n Wilder's 19 42 play , “The Skin o t Ou r 
.Teeth.” at the Kennedy Center, fo llo wed by a black 
tie party at which ro o ster po liticians and o bno x io u s 
millio naires ate crabmeat and steak tidbits as they 
flu ng their wiv es and mistresses ag ainst each o ther 
in time to v io lin mu sic. 
The last artist to escape a co mmemo rativ e patri­ 
o tic eru ptio n with his mu se intact was the po et 
Ytrg il In ISTti. the Wo man's Centennial C o m m it­ 
tee, with mo re v erv e and daring than X ro cks' 
pu blic relatio ns department will ev er sho w, co m­ 
missio ned Richard Wag ner, no less, fo r $5,IKK) to 
co mpo se an o pening da y march fo r the g reat Phila­ 
delphia ex hibitio n.

The lS7t> celebratio n was as co mmercial as the 
Bicentennial is, hu t the flav o r was different. At

were Centennial plates, cig ars, sto cking s, bu ck 
wheat cakes, and it was at this g rand 450-acre 
natio nal chest thu m p that Charles K. Hires bro u g ht 
lo rth a carbo nated drink which he called Ro o t Beer. 
The spirit was decidedly entrepreneu rial and o p­ 


timistic. Besides the telepho ne, America was in­ 
tro du ced to the Pu llman car. the ty pewriter, po wer 
ag ricu ltu ral equ ipment, the elev ato r, so mething 
called lino leu m, the miracu lo u s Py ramid Pin C o m ­ 
pany machine which, o perated by o ne little g irl, 
co u ld stick 18 0,000 pins a day into their paper 
co ntainers. 
Ho key bu t happy . America was o n the g o , and it 
the directio n was co mpletely clear, by g u m, the nex t 
hu ndred wo u ld lie better than the last. And there 
was so mu ch to see: Old Abe, the 8 th Wisco nsin 
Infantry 's famo u s war eag le, the tirst pu blic v iewing 
o f Archibald M. Willard's painting , “The Spirit o t 
'70," and a wax Cleo patra who co u ld ro ll her head 
and lift an arm and who William Dean Ho wells said 
was ex po sed to the pu blic in a state o f “ex treme 
dishabille.” 


What they didn’t hav e to pu t u p with was 
co rpo ra te slu dg e, the American Rev o lu tio n bro u g ht 
to y o u with rev erence by Mo bil, X-ro cks takes g reat 
pride and po mpo sity o n the o ccasio n o t, in all 
hu mility Standard Oil wo u ld like to jo in with 
Abraham Linco ln to present.

The 18 70 celebratio n didn’t pu t mu ch sto ck in 
histo ry . They hau led o u t Benjamin Franklin’s print­ 
ing press, and o n Ju ly 4th had themselv es a fine 
blo wo u t o nly interru pted hv Su san B. Antho ny and 
fo u r co nfederates who read a wo man’s declaratio n 
o t independence. 
The wo men o t America raised 
mu ch o l the mo ney fo r the Centennial bu t g o t their 
ex hibit kicked o u t o f the main bu ilding ; blacks were 
represented by a "chewing -to bacco machine ru n by 
lo u r Neg ro es who sang hy mns while they wo rked” ; 
and the Indians were there in the perso n o f a 
character named Chief Spo tted Tail. The chief mu st

Also o n display was the 8 0-to n Ro dman g u n and 
many o ther new implements o f death. 
. . hear a

Do n’t 
ex pect a blast like this hav e any meaning . Enjo y it 
il y o u can and do n’t g et cau g ht in the mo b actio n 
su ch as described by Fu ku i Mako ta, a Japanese 
v isito r to 18 7b: "T he cro wds co me like sheep, ru n 
here, ru n there, ru n ev ery where. One man start, o ne 
tho u sand fo llo w. No bo day can see any thing , no bo dy 
can do any thing . All ru sh, pu sh, tear, sho u t, make 
plenty no ise, say dam n g reat many times, g et v ery 
tired and g o ho me.”

Marco s charg ed Mijares had demanded "that the P h ilip­ 
pine g o v ernment pay 100,(XX) U.S. do llars to enable him to 
leav e fo r Au stralia, o therwise he wo u ld testify ag ainst the 
Philippines . . .

1 hav e also 
to ld Gimo that by 2 a.m. Tu esday Manila time I will he 
bey o nd y o u r reach and within the ju risdictio n o f U.S. Ho u se 
Fo reig n Relatio ns Co mmittee." 
Declared Marco s: “ Becau se o f this u nu su al demand, Dr 
De Veg a o rdered pay ment o t the 50,(XX) do llars immediately 
sto pped. It hears emphasizing at this po int that all rem it­ 
tances to Mijares were made thro u g h the pro per g o v ernment 
channels, u sing the pro per acco u nting and au diting pro ­ 
cedu res.” 
Befo re the co ntro v ersial $50.(XX) was withdrawn tro m

"1 am u nhappy to bu rden y o u with all this, hu t kno wing 
y o u r pro fo u nd sense o f du ty and tairness, I teel y o u are 
entited to all facts. I am certain that Mijares, in o rder to 
escape the co nsequ ences o f his prev aricatio n, will fu rther 
embellish his sto ry , hu t I hav e no do u bt that y o u will see 
thro u g h th at.” 
Fo o tno te: Reached in San Francisco , Mijares called 
Marco s' blackmail sto ry “ fantastic . . . ho g wash. He is lo sing 
his g rip, becau se no o ne can blackmail a dictato r.

v o u chers were “ fo rg eries, 
a fav o rite practice o u nder 
Marco s, said Mijares. “ It he'd paid me $45,(XX) wo u ld I he

Marco s added that "Philippine intellig ence 
au tho rities do u bted'' the CIA inv o lv ement, altho u g h a 
co nfessed trig g erman swo re hi- had been recruited by "an 
American alleg edly with so me CIA co nnectio ns to carry o u t 
the assassinatio n.

said Marco s, “o n the u nderstanding that (this) no minal fee

With the -chan g in g times, the talen ts, the creativ ity , the zest fo r life 
demo n strated by so man y early art co lo n y residen ts hav e acq u ired the 
dimen sio n s o f leg en d. No stalg ic* p o rtray them to day as p erp etu ally scin tillatin g 
p eo p le, in v o lv ed in co n stan t v erbal swo rd p lay , in ex hau stible wit, dazzlin g 
sp o n tan eity . . . while p o rtray in g them, to o , as g ian t talen ts alway s. 
An d, in deed, man y o f them —an d the adv en tu res in which they were in v o lv ed 
—deserv e su ch remin iscen t ido latry . Bu t, in all that g en eratio n o t memo rable 
p erso n alities, p erhap s the mo st memo rable o f all was Eu g en ie McEv o y O'Dell. 
Fo r. if her recen t death left a v o id in the mercu rial leg en d o f earlier 
Wo o dsto ck, 
there is a messag e in the memo ry o f her life fo r to day . In retro sp ect, Eu g en ie 
McEv o y O'Dell really seems 
to hav e been a decade o r mo re ahead o f her time 
alway s. Un like mo st o f her co n temp o raries, she ap p ears 
to hav e sen sed the 
immin en ce o f each era in which she liv ed. In a way , she ep ito mized the tran sitio n 
between each decade -the 20s an d 3 0» , the 4 0s an d 5 0s, the 6 0s an d 70s; between 
the ro man ticized an d reality . She had the beau g este when called fo r . . an d 
she also had the tan g ible assets when n eeded. 


A wo ma n who dema nded a nd w a s g ra nted a new independence befo re her 
time. 


Perhap s, art critic Edward Alden Jewell o f The New Yo rk Times, p u t it best 
in 19 3 3 when he said o f her, “ No t o ften do es o n e en co u n ter su ch san g tro id." 
Fo r, in deed, san g fro id was so methin g she p o ssessed all her life, an d a q u ality 
she bro u g ht to ev ery thin g she acco mp lished. 
She had it as an u n u su ally talen ted teen ag ed sharp sho o ter, who to u red the 
wo rld as “ The Little Fren ch An n ie Oakley ," settn g wo rld reco rds ag ain st male 
marksmen with their o wn g u n s. She had it as the p etite, fiv e feet, clear blu e­ 
ey ed beau ty with a sen se o f hu mo r an d so ft-sp o ken Fren ch accen t, who attracted 
the ey e o f celebrated hu mo rist J. P. McEv o y , an d became his wife. 
She had it as an artist, a career She p u rsu ed fo r the majo r p art o f her life. 
Her flo wer p ain tin g s g av e g alleries the feel o f a g arden . Her lan dscap es an d heads 
were arrestin g an d illu strativ e witho u t bein g co mmercial; g ay witho u t bein g 
g awdy . An d she had it in later y ears, after her div o rce fro m McEv o y an d her 
marriag e to Phillip O ’Dell. Co n tin u in g to p ain t, she learn ed the fin e art o f p ian o 
tu n in g fro m her award-win n in g mu sician -mu sic teacher hu sban d; o ften serv ed 
as his assistan t in rebu ildin g fin e o ld p ian o s. 
If ev ery ag e has its hero es, it also has its hero in es. Bu t, to o o ften , with the 
p assin g y ears, my th beco mes en tan g led with fact—an d tru th is half lo st in a 
haze o f leg en d. To catalo g u e Eu g en ie McEv o y O'Dell’s acco mp lishmen ts, 
ho wev er, is n o t to ru n that risk. Her triu m p hs hav e been well chro n icled, an d 
they sho w her to be a wo man who dem an ded an d was g ran ted a n ew 
in dep en decn e befo re her time. In her g ro win g p o ise an d awaren ess o f the freedo m 
to which wo men were en titled, she has said so methin g in her p assin g to tho se 
o f her o wn sex to day . 
There was n o frag ility , in sp ite o f her tin y fig u re, in her in sp ired han dlin g 
o f p isto ls an d rifles. There was o n ly self-assu ran ce when she p ro v ed her g en iu s 
with a g u n ; beg an en tertain in g v ast au dien ces in theatres at an early ag e with 
her remarkable sharp sho o tin g . 
Bo rn in America, o rp han ed as a baby , an d raised in Fran ce by her mo ther's 
family , she co u ld sh<x )t a p ip e fro m her co u sin ’s mo u th with a rifle as a y o u n g 
child. Co n stan t p ractice with her o wn rifle in the wo o ds n ear Paris p rep ared 
her, o n her retu rn to the U.S. in her teen s, fo r a stag e career that wo n her fame, 
medals, an d silv er cu p s. 
She o u tdrew the best co wbo y s in the West; beat the Kin g o f Belg iu m in a 
clu b co mp etitio n ; hu mbled the p o lice champ io n o f Washin g to n in Seattle with 


his o wn g u n s; p u t the army champ io n o f Alabama to shame with a rifle she 
had n ev er held in her co mp eten t han ds befo re; in stru cted an en tire Can adian 
reg imen t in ho w to p ro p erly han dle a g u n ; cl<*sed a sh« x >tin g g allery do wn fo r 
Eug enie McEv o y 
len g thy , co stly rep airs when the o wn er su g g ested takery in her act by sho o tin g 
sha rpsho o ter, 
all his clay targ ets do wn ; addin g in su lt to in ju ry by stan din g o ff all the trin g s. 
With in n u merable wo rld reco rds to her credit, sev eral o f them in the lie de 
Fran ce Co mp etitio n , whe beg an to tire o f sho o tin g p ieces o f su g ar fro m the mo u th 
o f her co llie do g Weary o f sho o tin g at an y o bject with o n e han d o r the o ther, 
sep arately o r simu ltan eo u sly , fo rward o r o v er her sho u lder with a mirro r, she 
g av e u p to u rin g an d retired fro m the stag e to breed co llies. As ex p ert in that 
field as in sharp sho o tin g . she became a reco g n ized au tho r o n the su bject; o n ce 
o wn ed 47 co llies, amo n g them blu e ribbo n win n ers an d champ io n s sev eral times 
o v er. 
Perhap s, becau se o f her Fren ch u p brin g in g an d her American backg ro u n d, she 
sen sed—befo re mo st—the n ewly bu rg eo n in g in tellectu al trade between Eu ro p e 
an d America. She became first an art stu den t an d, ev en tu ally , an artist so well- 
kn o wn that her p ain tin g s are n o w in p erman en t co llectio n s o f imp o rtan t ______ 
mu seu ms. As o n e o f that bo dy o f American artists who were p ro du cin g a 
su stain ed l>o dy o f art that co u ld ex p o rt well an d make American s aware o f their 
o wn v ital art, she became a p rize win n er; fin din g in sp iratio n in n ativ e so il an d 
in the ex o tic lan dscap es an d o ld wo rld q u ain t n ess en co u n tered o n her g lo bal 
trav els.

She had the facility , when she u sed o il as her mediu m, o r tran sfo rmin g 
co mmo n p lace su bject matter in to a bo ld an d ex citin g statemen t. C’ritics p raised 
her wo rks as “ p ain ter's p ain tin g s;’’ n o ted the so lid bru shwo rk an d rich co lo rs 
o f her flo wers an d cactu s, the charm o f her heads an d fig u res, the beau tifu l 
co mp o sitio n o f her lan dscap es, o ften far distan t scen es o f the Mediterran ean 
o r the ro llin g co u n try side o f Pro v en ce. 
Her wo rk was ex hibited as far away as Fran ce an d as clo se to ho me as 
Wo o dsto ck. The p rizes she to o k at a n atio n al sho w in Miami an d the two 
p u rchase p rizes besto wed by the Alban y In stitu te were p redicted v ery early in 
her career when in 19113 the New Yo rk Times ap p lau ded "the amazin g skill with 
which she has to ssed o ff techn ical difficu lties;” su g g ested in 19 4 3 that her fin e 
p ain tin g s wo u ld be amo n g "To mo rro w's Masterp ieces." 
YVo o dsto ckers first came to ap p reciate Eu g en ie’s p etite, p o rcelain beau ty , 
p ep p ery sen se o f hu mo r an d mu ltip le talen ts (in clu din g su p erio r ho rseman ship ) 
when she married J. P. McEv o y , jo u rn alistic sag e o f his era an d hu mo rist-au tho r 
o f su ch wo rks as “ Sho w Girl, 
The Po tters," "d'A m erican a," an d o ther bo o ks. 
As his wife, she p resided o v er the McEv o y estate, o n e o f the earliest Wo o dsto ck 
sho wp laces with its big ho u se, Oly mp ic-sized swimmin g p o o l, an d en o rmo u s 
g ro u n ds. An d, with him, she trav eled widely —o ccasio n ally p ickin g u p a rifle 
ag ain to o u tp o in t ev ery o n e at skeet sho o tin g o n tran s-o cean ic lin ers; alway s with 
p alette an d p ain t bru sh in han d to add to her rep u tatio n as a fin e p ain ter. 
When her marriag e to McEv o y en ded in div o rce, she stay ed o n in Wo o dsto ck; 
fo u n d —in later y ears—a n ew an d co n tin u ally p ro du ctiv e life in the stu dio , filled 
with art an d mu sic, that she bu ilt with her seco n d hu sban d, Phillip O'Dell. 
Few YVo o dsto ckers o f her era—in deed, few men o r wo men o f her time an y where 
- had her dram atic sen se. Ev en fewer had her u n errin g lo v e o f life, lau g hter 
an d fu n . There was n o shallo w p reten se in an y thin g she did. An d, in her death. 
YYo o dsto ck has lo st a v ibran t p erso n ality who se talen t kn ew n o shackles. 
II the writin g s o f first hu sban d, J. P. McEv o y , stirred u p a sto rm o f celebrated 
du st in their time, that du st has n o w settled in their o u tdatedn ess.' Few 
remember what he wro te to day . Bu t the sharp sho o tin g reco rds o f Eu g en ie 
McEv o y O'Dell, her rep u tatio n as a breeder o f champ io n co llies, her |>er- 
man en tly ex hibited p ain tin g s, an d the p ian o s she an d seco n d hu sban d, Phillip 
O'Dell, resto red to ren ewed life, will stan d as her mo n u men ts fo r man y mo re 
y ears to co me.
